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RESCOLUTI ON 787 (1992)

Adopted by the Security Council at its 3137th neeting,
on 16 Novenber 1992

The Security Council,

Reaffirmng its resolution 713 (1991) of 25 Septenber 1991 and al
subsequent rel event resol utions,

Reaffirmng its determ nation that the situation in the Republic of
Bosni a and Herzegovi na constitutes a threat to the peace, and
reaffirmng that the provision of hunmanitarian assistance in the
Republ i c of Bosnia and Herzegovina is an inportant elenent in the
Security Council's effort to restore peace and security in the region

Deeply concerned at the threats to the territorial integrity of the
Republ i c of Bosnia and Herzegovi na, which, as a State Menber of the
United Nations, enjoys the rights provided for in the Charter of the
Uni ted Nati ons,

Reaffirmng also its full support for the International Conference
on the Former Yugoslavia as the framework w thin which an overal
political settlement of the crisis in the former Yugoslavia may be
achi eved, and for the work of the Co-Chairnmen of the Steering
Committee of the Conference,

Recal I ing the decision by the International Conference on the
Former Yugosl avia to exam ne the possibility of pronoting safe areas
for humanitarian purposes,

Recal ling the commitnents entered into by the parties and others
concerned within the framework of the International Conference on the
For mer Yugosl avi a,

Reiterating its call on all parties and others concerned to
cooperate fully with the Co-Chairnen of the Steering Comm ttee,

Noti ng the progress made so far within the framework of the
I nternational Conference, including the Joint Declarations siged at
CGeneva on 30 Septenber 1992 and 20 Cctober 1992 by the Presidents of
the Republic of Croatia and the Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia
and Montenegro); the Joint Statenment made at Geneva on 19 Cct ober 1992
by the Presidents of the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovi na and the
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Montenegro); the Joint
Conmmmuni que issued on 1 Novenber 1992 at Zagreb by the Presidents of the
Republic of Croatia and the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovina; the
establ i shnent of the Mxed Mlitary Wrking Goup in the Republic of
Bosni a and Herzegovi na; and the production of a draft outline
constitution for the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovi na,

Noting with grave concern the report of the Special Rapporteur
appoi nted following a special session of the Conm ssion on Hunan Ri ghts
to investigate the human rights situation in the former Yugosl avi a,
whi ch makes cl ear that massive and systematic viol ations of human
rights and grave viol ations of international humanitarian |aw continue
in the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovi na,

Wl com ng the depl oynent of additional elenents of the United
Nati ons Protection Force for the protection of humanitarian activities



in the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovina, in accordance with its
resolution 776 (1992) of 14 Septenber 1992,

Deeply concerned about reports of continuing violations of the
enbargo i nposed by its resolutions 713 (1991) and 724 (1991) of 15
Decenber 1991,

Deeply concerned al so about reports of violations of the neasures
i nposed by its resolution 757 (1992) of 30 May 1992,

1. Calls upon the parties in the Republic of Bosnia and
Her zegovi na to consider the draft outline constitution as a basis for
negotiating a political settlenment of the conflict in that country and
to continue negotiations for constitutional arrangenents on the basis
of the draft outline, under the auspices of the Co-Chairnen of the
Steering Committee, these negotiations to be held in continuous and
uni nterrupted session

2. Reaffirms that any taking of territory by force or any
practice of "ethnic cleansing"” is unlawful and unacceptable, and will
not be permitted to affect the outcone of the negotiations on
constitutional arrangenents for the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovi na,
and insists that all displaced persons be enabled to return in peace to
their forner hones;

3. Strongly reaffirms its call on all parties and others concerned
to respect strictly the territorial integrity of the Republic of Bosnia
and Herzegovina, and affirnms that any entities unilaterally declared or
arrangenents inposed in contravention thereof will not be accepted;

4. Condemms the refusal of all parties in the Republic of Bosnia
and Herzegovina, in particular the Bosnian Serb paramlitary forces, to
conmply with its previous resolutions, and demands that they and al
ot her concerned parties in the former Yugoslavia fulfil imediately
their obligations under those resol utions;

5. Denands that all fornms of interference fromoutside the
Republ i c of Bosnia and Herzegovina, including infiltration into the
country of irregular units and personnel, cease imedi ately, and
reaffirns its determination to take neasures against all parties and
ot hers concerned which fail to fulfil the requirements of resolution
752 (1992) and its other relevant resolutions, including the
requirenents that all forces, in particular elenments of the Croatian
arny, be wi thdrawn, or be subject to the authority of the Governnent
of the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovina, or be di sbanded or di sarned;

6. Calls upon all parties in the Republic of Bosnia and
Herzegovina to fulfil their commtnments to put into effect an i nmedi ate
cessation of hostilities and to negotiate in the Mxed MIlitary Wrking
G oup, continuously and in uninterrupted session, to end the bl ockades
of Sarajevo and other towsn and to demilitarize them wth heavy weapons
under international supervision

7. Condemms all violations of international humanitarian |aw,
including in particular the practice of "ethnic cleansing"” and the
del i berate inpeding of the delivery of food and nedical supplies to the
civilian popul ation of the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovi na, and
reaffirns that those that conmt or order the conm ssion of such acts
will be held individually responsible in respect of such acts;

8. Wl cones the establishment of the Comm ssion of Experts
provided for in paragraph 2 of its resolution 780 (1992) and 6 COctober
1992, and requests the Comri ssion to pursue actively its investigations
with regard to grave breaches of the Geneva Conventions and ot her



violations of international humanitarian |aw conmtted in the territory
of the former Yugoslavia, in particular the practice of "ethnic
cl eansi ng”;

9. Decides, acting under Chapter VIl of the Charter of the United
Nations, in order to ensure that comodites and products transshi pped
t hrough the Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Montenegro) are
not diverted in violation of resolution 757 (1992), to prohibit the
transshi pnent of crude oil, petrol eum products, coal, energy-related
equi prent, iron, steel, other netals, chemcals, rubber, tyres,
vehicles, aircraft and notors of all types unless such transshi prment
is specifically authorized on a case-by-case basis by the Committee
est abl i shed by resolution 724 (1991) under its no-objection procedure;

10. Further decides, acting under Chapter VIl of the Charter of the
United Nations, that any vessel in which a majority or controlling
interest is held by a person or undertaking in or operating fromthe
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Montenegro) shall be
consi dered, for the purpose of inplenmentation of the rel evant
resol utions of the Security Council, a vessel of the Federal Republic
of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Montenegro) regardl ess of the flag under
whi ch the vessel sails;

11. Calls upon all States to take all necessary steps to ensure
that none of their exports are diverted to the Federal Republic of
Yugosl avia (Serbia and Montenegro) in violation of resolution 757
(1992);

12. Acting under Chapters VII and VIII of the Charter of the
United Nations, calls upon States, acting nationally or through
regi onal agencies or arrangenents, to use such neasures comensurate
with the specific circunstances as may be necessary under the authority
of the Security Council to halt all inward and outward maritime shipping
in order to inspect and verify their cargoes and destinations and to
ensure strict inplenentation of the provisions of resolutions 713 (1991)
and 757 (1992);

13. Commends the efforts of those riparian States which are acting
to ensure conpliance with resolutions 713 (1991) and 757 (1992) with
respect to shipnents on the Danube, and reaffirns the responsibility of
riparian States to take necessary neasures to ensure that shipping on
the Danube is in accordance with resolutions 713 (1991) and 757 (1992),

i ncl udi ng such neasures conmensurate with the specific circunstances

as may be necessary to halt such shipping in order to inspect and verify
their cargoes and destinations and to ensure strict inplenmentation of
the provisions of resolutions 713 (1991) and 757 (1992);

14. Requests the States concerned, nationally or through regiona
agenci es or arrangenents, to coordinate with the Secretary-General inter
alia on the subm ssion of reports to the Security Council regarding
actions taken in pursuance of paragraphs 12 and 13 of the present
resolution to facilitate the nmonitoring of the inplenentation of the
present resol ution;

15. Requests all States to provide in accordance with the Charter
of the United Nations such assistance as may be required by those States
acting nationally or through regional agencies and arrangenents in
pur suance of paragraphs 12 and 13 of the present resol ution

16. Considers that, in order to facilitate the inplenentation of
the relevant Security Council resolutions, observers should be depl oyed
on the borders of the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovi na, and requests
the Secretary-General to present to the Council as soon as possible his
reconmendati ons on this matter



17. Calls upon all international donors to contribute to the
humanitarian relief efforts in the forner Yugoslavia, to support the
United Nations Consolidated Inter-Agency Programre of Action and Appea
for the forner Yugoslavia and to speed up the delivery of assistance
under existing pl edges;

18. Calls upon all parties and others concerned to cooperate fully
wi th the humanitarian agencies and with the United Nations Protection
Force to ensure the safe delivery of humanitarian assistance to those
in need of it, and reiterates its denand that all parties and others
concerned take the necessary neasures to ensure the safety of United
Nati ons and ot her personnel engaged in the delivery of humanitarian
assi stance;

19. Invites the Secretary-General, in consultation with the
United Nations H gh Comm ssioner for Refugees and other rel evant
i nternational humanitarian agencies, to study the possibility of and
the requirenents for the pronotion of safe areas for humanitarian
pur poses;

20. Expresses its appreciation for the report presented to the
Council by the Co-Chairmen of the Steering Committee of the
I nternational Conference on the Former Yugoslavia and requests the
Secretary-General to continue to keep the Council regularly informed
of devel opments and of the work of the Conference;

21. Decides to remain actively seized of the matter until a
peaceful solution is achieved.
